REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION 

Your board has had before it the report of the Secretary of the 
General Board of Education, the Secretary of Ministerial Supply and 
Training, the Trustees of Trinity College, Greensboro Female Col- 
lege, Davenport College, Weaverville College and Rutherford Col- 
lege; also the Brevard Institute, Jefferson School and Payne Col- 
lege. We heartily commend the work of all our schools and urge 
a more loyal support on the part of our people. 

We recommend that, wherever practicable, our churches take 
collections for the aid of worthy young men preparing for the 
ministry. Also, that the T^-ustees of the Conference property be 
requested to deed the old camp-ground property at Weaverville to 
the Trustees of Weaverville College. Also, that the Bishop be 
requested to appoint Rev. L. B. Abernethy, Secretary of Education 
for the Conference, without salary. 

We regret the tendency on the part of many undergraduates 
to neglect the Conference Course of Study, and recommend the 
adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved, That no man be allowed to remain in any undergrad- 
uate class more than two years unless permission is granted by the 
Conference, and that those who have already been more than two 
years be required to finish the work of that class next Conference 
unless an extension of time be granted. 

After careful consideration of the request of the Trustees of 
Greensboro Female College, we recommend that this Conference au- 
thorize said Trustees to take such legal steps as may be necessary 
to change the name from Greensboro Female College to Greensboro 
College for Women. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. W. M. Curtis as Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of Greensboro Female College; Rev. J. B. Craven 
as President of Davenport College; Rev. E. K. Creel, professor in 
Rutherford College; Rev. W. B. West as Vice-President of Weaver- 
ville College; Rev. J. A. Baldwin as President of Southern Indus- 
trial Institute, and Rev. John C. Harmon as a student in Vander- 
bilt University. 

We recommend that the following be confirmed as Trustees: 
M. D. Stockton for Greensboro Female College; J. H. Weaver, H. K. 
Boyer, G. F. Ivey, M. M. Courtney and J. L. Nelson for Davenport 
College; W. R. Ware, H. K. Boyer, E. A. Cole, J. A. Lackey, O. E. 
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Ford, G. F. Ivey, G. C. Connelly, D. B. Coltrane, John Roderick, T. 
F. Marr, and J. A. Goode for Rutherford College; A. Stackhouse, C. 
W. Byrd, W. A. Newell, Zeb F. Curtis, H. A. Dunham and Chas. G. 
Lee for Weaverville College; and W. E. Johnson and S. G. Parsons 
for Jefferson School. 

We recommend that the month of May be set apart as educa- 
tion month, and that rallies be held in the interest of education; 

. also that our presiding elders and preachers be requested to preach 
on education, and present the claims of our schools during this 
month; also thqt the Woman’s Missionary Society be granted the 
.. privilege of presenting the claims of Brevard Institute to the con- 
gregations during this month. 

We recommend that the $500 now on hand be paid to the Jef- 
ferson School, provided a like amount is paid out of the funds of 
the Board of Missions; that the assessment of $4,085 for the Gen- 
eral Board, and that $10,000 for the Conference Board remain as 
last year, and that the provision of $2,500 of this sum for the sink- 
ing fund of our bonded indebtedness on Trinity College be continued. 

Owing to the fact that Davenport College mortgages are now 
due and the probability of the sale of this property has been 
brought before the board, we recommend that our Conference Board 
be authorized to assume $4,000.00 of their $12,000 indebtedness, 
provided the Trustees shall raise the remaining $8,000.00 and free 
this institution from debt. The appropriation of the remainder of 
the educational collection shall be as follows: $1,000 to Weaverville, 
$1,000 to Rutherford and $1,000 to Greensboro Female College.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 

The missionary success of the past ten years is unprecedented 
in the history of the church. The fulness of time surely is at hand. 
With Japan engaged in the sublime task of seeking for a religion; 
with China turning from her ancient heathen faiths, taking repub- 
lican form of government, and founding her new life upon Bible 
principles; with Korea swept by tides of Christian influence and the 
infant church in the crucible of fiery persecutions; with large areas 
of Africa accessible and her benighted people responsive to mis- 
sionary effort; with every sign of decay and disintegration in the 
heart of heathenism; with Latin America in revolt against Roman 
Catholic dominance and welcoming Protestantism as a promise of 
national progress and liberty; with providential movements unmis- 
takable, and with rapid changes on every hand — ^we face a situation 
so extraordinary, so thrilling, so big with missionary possibility 
and so urgent in missionary appeal as to create the most intense 
and terrific crisis in the history of the Church. The tenseness of the 
crisis and the bigness and urgency of our missionary opportunities 
were never so compelling as now. 

“In spite of these conditions, our Church faces the situation not 
only powerless to enter open doors of compelling opportunity; not 
only incapable of responding to the pathetic cry for help from un- 
numbered thousands of the unevangelized in the territory assigned 
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to us; but unable even to man and maintain properly the work 
already enterprised and unable adequately to support and equip 
the picked men already on the field. Many of our best missionaries 
are breaking down from overwork, and in many places they are 
losing ground through sheer inability to advance.” 

Advance Movement 

As we received this stirring message from our Foreign Missionary 
Secretary your Board of Missions agreed unanimously that the time 
has come for an advance movement for foreign missions in our 
Conference. We ask, therefore, that all our preachers let us have 
their hearty co-operation in making this advance more than a reso- 
lution; let us make it a reality. 

Conference Missionary Secretary ' 

We recommend H. K. Boyer for Conference Missionary Secretary 
and we urge the Conference to join us not only in the recommen 
dation for the ofllce but in pledging him a whole-hearted support. 
As the servant of Christ and the Church let us fall in with his 
plans for making the coming year memorable in the missionary 
annals of our Conference. 

It is still true that our “people perish for lack of knowledge.” 
And it is still the privilege and duty of the preacher to supply that 
knowledge of the truth which can save. “In order that he may do 
this adequately the preacher must be thoroughly conversant with 
the aims, methods, and progress of the whole missionary enter- 
prise — ^he must be a student of missions, familiar alike with the 
current literature on the subject and with the standard books.” Out 
of this study will grow a prayer life that takes the whole world 
upon our heart; and talks and sermons upon missions which shall 
so anoint the eyes of our people that their vision of the Kingdom of 
God upon earth shall become both more splendid and more comfort- 
ing; and bring to all a clearer sense of the privilege of service. 

Missionary Institutes 

One of the very best means of inspiring both people and preach- 
ers with a greater love for missions and a desire to help diffuse 
missionary intelligence is the missionary institute. Consequently, 
your Board of Missions is arranging for at least two missionary 
institutes in each presiding elder’s district during the year. We ask 
your endorsement of the plan and your help to make it suc- 
cessful. 

Early Collections 

For many years our missionary leaders have been urging the 
importance of early collections for the benevolences. Yet it is 
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necessary to speak of it once more. Last year we' pledged ourselves 
“to undertake to collect and forward tlie foreign and domestic mis- 
sionary offerings by the 31st of March,” but the books of our Treas- 
urer show that a very small part of our assessment was paid by 
that time. That you may not be discouraged by our want of suc- 
cess last year we call attention to the reports of success attending 
the efforts at early collections in neighboring Conferences. We have 
enough faith in our preachers and people to be sure that however 
well others may have done in this line they have not done more 
than we can do. Let us, therefore, renew our pledge once more, 
this time to really succeed in 'taking the offerings for missions by 
March 31st. 

The Every Member Canvass 

No better method of doing this has been devised than the 
one set forth in the “Financial Method for Methodists.” We would 
urge that every charge be organized for the work early in Decem- 
ber. Although it is much better that all financial work be done by 
the laymen, yet when active and efficient stewards and lay leaders 
cannot be found the pastor should himself do it in the best possible 
way. We urge that every pastor get a supply of “The Financial 
Method for Methodists” and such other literature as the Board of 
Missions and the Laymen’s Missionary Movement furnish, sufficient 
for his own use and the use of his stewards and missionary com- 
mittees. We can no longer hope for full collections without we begin 
our campaign with the beginning of the year. 

The Missionary Conference at Waynesville 

You are all familiar with the announcement that a Missionary 
Conference for the whole church is to be held under the auspices 
of the Laymen’s Missionary. Movement, similar in scope to the 
great Conference at New Orleans, in the month of June, 1913, at 
the Assembly Grounds near Waynesville. We rejoice that -this 
great meeting is to be held within our own Conference and hope 
many of our people and preachers may be able to attend.

REPORT OF BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION 

The amount assessed last year by the General Board of Church 
Extension was $11,395, one-fifth of which was for parsonages. On 
this assessment there was paid $7,999.40, the disposal of which is 
shown by the Treasurer’s report attached hereto. 

The vacancy in the oflSlce of President of the Board caused by the 
death of John D. Lineberger was filled by the election of Walter 
Thompson for the unexpired term. 

The Board, believing that the work could he made more efficient 
by receiving applications at an earlier date than at present, has 
passed the following resolution: 

That applications, in order to be considered at the next ensuing 
Conference, shall be mailed to the Secretary or Treasurer not later 
than ten days next preceding the opening of Conference. 

The Board being guided by its observation and experience, is 
of the opinion that in many cases loans have proved very much 
better means of help than donations; and therefore would respect- 
fully urge our preachers and people to ask for loans where practic- 
able, and thus conserve our funds for future and repeated use. 

The Board is glad to report that the General Board has shown 
a disposition to co-operate cordially in our enterprises and the ef- 
fectiveness of our combined efforts has greatly exceeded those of 
either Board acting alone. Your Board has done all in its power to 
promote this, and has been to great pains to secure accurate infor- 
mation both by its Executive Committee and its individual mem- 
bers. 

Our minutes show 819% churches in our Conference. Of these, 
312 have been helped by either or both of the two Boards to the 
amount of $81,884.

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REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD 

Your Sunday School Board submits the following report: 

During the past year the recommendations of the last Confer- 
ence, as to Institutes, Inspirational Meetings, and so forth, have been 
observed in several of the Presiding Elders’ Districts, and their ob- 
servance has had a wholesome effect on the enrollment and general 
work of the schools. The chairman of your Board, in co-operation 
with the International Sunday School Committee, made a thorough 
canvass last summer of all counties in the state west of Asheville. 
The meetings and conventions held were largely attended, especially 
from the country districts. In this campaign the advantages of 
thorough material equipment, of complete organization, careful 
grading, and teacher-training were pointed out and emphasized. In 
addition to this, in every meeting and convention there was de- 
livered one or more addresses intended to quicken the spiritual 
life of teachers and scholars. In these addresses the conversion of 
our Sunday school scholars and their addition to the church were 
put prominently before the schools. Members of the Board from 
Asheville, Waynesville, Franklin and Shelby Districts reported 
special activity along these lines with gratifying results. 

The Board commends the example set by these Districts and 
urges the other Districts to manifest a like activity. The recom- 
mendation of the Board last year is again affirmed and emphasized: 
“The Board recommends the holding of special inspirational meet- 
ings in every District, and in every charge possible, in which there 
should be a thorough discussion and conference on modern Sunday 
school methods with regard to teaching, organization, and increase 
of attendance. The Board suggests that these meetings be held on 
Saturday and Sunday on the circuits. The members of the Sun- 
day School Board in each District, in consultation with the Pre- 
siding Elder, Pastors, and Superintendents, are hereby charged with 
the making of programs for these occasions and all the arrange- 
ments for these meetings. The Board suggests the use of local tal- 
ent on the programs, wherever such talent is available.” 

By making application to the Secretary of the N. C. S. S. Asso- 
ciation, Greensboro, N. C., or to Smith & Lamar, Richmond, Va., 
helpful literature and suggestive programs for Institutes and In- 
spirational Meetings will be furnished free, if postage is enclosed. 

Through the persistent efforts of the officers of the Board and 
the furnishing of the Children’s Day Programs at the expense of 
the Board, Children’s Day was more widely observed this year than 
in any year of the history of our Conference. This is a gratifying 
increase of interest in a special day that is fraught with splendid 
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possibilities for the Sunday schools that observe it and for the work 
of your Board which is entirely dependent upon funds contributed 
on this day. The ideal toward which we strive is a Children’s Day 
service in every school in the Conference. 

The Board will furnish Children’s Day programs, free of charge, 
to all schools that will observe the day and send in the collection 
taken to the Treasurer of the Board. 

The power and efficiency of the Organized Class, known as the 
Wesley Adult and the Wesley Intermediate, in increasing atten- 
dance, have been demonstrated wherever such a class has been 
organized; in no Sunday school so conspiciously as that of the 
church in which this Conference meets. In view of all the Organ- 
ized Class has accomplished, the Board urges all our schools to 
secure literature from our Publishing House concerning the Or- 
ganized Class and follow its directions, both for Adult and Inter- 
mediate departments. 

No school is complete without a Cradle Roll and a Home De- 
partment. The Cradle Roll has done more, perhaps, to enlist the 
interest of parents who were indifferent than any other one agency. 
The Home Department is intended to reach the shut-ins who cannot 
attend and others who think they cannot attend. Neither of these 
departments, however, will be greatly useful unless it is wisely 
and efficiently worked by officers who are interested and equipped 
for their duties. 

In making up the statistics for our Annual Minutes, the mem- 
bers of both these departments should be included. 

The church has a regular course of study for teachers, prepared 
by Dr. H. M. Hamill, who is in charge of the Teacher Training De- 
partment of our General Sunday School Board. This is an admir- 
able course, and no school that fails to organize such a class and use 
the literature can measure up to the standard of excellence set by 
the General Board for all our schools. 

Your Board is deeply conscious that much of the work of our 
schools will go to waste unless the children and young people are 
brought to an open confession of faith in Jesus Christ and added to 
the church. To this end pastors and superintendents must give 
special attention to the spiritual life and evangelistic spirit of the 
teachers to whom they commit the eternal interests of these chil- 
dren and young people. Decision Day should be observed in every 
school, after careful preparation and earnest personal application 
of the appeal of the gospel to every member of the school. Decision 
Day should not only be preceded by careful preparation, but those 
who have given evidence of having committed themselves to Christ 
should be diligently instructed in the history, doctrine, polity and 
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' purposes of th-e Church preparatory to their recognition as mem- 

£ hers of the Church. Your Board believes that the adoption of such 

I a method will secure the conversion and establishment in the faith 

^ of nearly all the children of our Sunday schools. 

The Sunday School Editor and President of the General Board, 
the Rev. E. B. Chappell, in his annual report, calls attention again 
to the effort of the Board to erect on the Southern Assembly Grounds 
at Waynesville, N. C., a Model Sunday School Building. He informs 
the Board that J. R. Pepper, Memphis, Tenn., B. M. Burgher, Dallas, 
Texas, and M. L. Walton, Woodstock, Va., have been appointed a 
, committee to take this enterprise in hand. The Board is asked to 

1 give them co-operation and sympathy. This is a worthy and useful 

undertaking, and it will he a special object lesson to the Sunday 
schools of this Conference. The Board therefore recommends that 
the Sunday schools lend their sympathy and material support to 
the enterprise. 

The Rev. J. W. Long, a member of this Conference, has been 
elected General Secretary of the North Carolina Sunday School As- 
sociation, and he asks the consent of the Bishop and Conference 
to prosecute this work. The Board recommends that this request 
he granted and that the Bishop appoint him to this office.

Our Annual Assembly at Statesville, while not attended by large 
numbers, did bring a large blessing to the pastors and young peo- 
ple who were there, and we take occasion in this connection to urge 
^ the pastors of the Conference to give their presence and counsel 

to our next Assembly. 

j We again call your attention to the Epworth Era, and remind 

L you that it has recently been converted from a weekly into a monthly 

magazine. This makes a most decided improvement in appearance, 
i and as the price has been changed from $1.00 to 50 cents per year 

in clubs of ten, there should be a large increase in its circulation

throughout our Conference, for suroly we have never fallen upon a 
time when the wholesome influence of religious literature was more 
urgently needed than now. 

Since the Junior League affords such an admirable opportunity for 
the pastor to instruct the children of his charge in the great ver- 
ities of the gospel, we insist that wherever at all practicable, a 
Junior League Chapter be organized. We are pleased to note that 
the Board, at its recent meeting, provided for the employment of a 
Junior League Secretary, whose business shall be to develop the 
Junior League work throughout our connection. 

The boys of our Church have too long been overlooked in the 
things that make a strong, efficient boyhood, and we recommend 
that patrols of Boy Scouts, and chapters of Boy’s Leagues be or- 
ganized in order that th-e boys may be saved to the Church. 

The subscription for the building of a $5,000 cottage on the 
grounds of our Children’s Home has reached more than $1,200, and 
we would emphasize the importance of turning our attention to this 
one thing, so that at the close of another year we may be able to 
report this work completed, which would allow us to devote all our 
energies to the Cuba Special. 

We recommend that the flrst Sunday in May be observed as An- 
niversary Day and a collection taken, half of which shall be sent 
to the Treasurer of the Conference Board, and the remainder to the 
Central Office at Nashville. 

We recommend the observance of the week preceding Easter, by 
daily services, and suggest that in all churches having a League a 
night be set apart for a devotional meeting, to which the general 
public shall be invited. 

We urge that a One by One Campaign be inaugurated and waged 
throughout the Conference in the confldent expectation that if this 
is done a large number of new chapters will be organized. 

We recommend that district organizers be appointed and a series 
of district institutes be held. 

In view of the fact that the Ninth International Convention of 
the Epworth League is to be held in the summer of 1914, and prob- 
ably in the South, and since the management of our Southern As- 
sembly will extend an invitation to hold its sessions at the Assembly 
Grounds near Waynesville, therefore. 

Resolved, That we assure the management of the Assembly of 
our co-operation, and urge upon them to do everything honorable 
within their power to bring to our own Conference this great world- 
body of Christian young people.

Passing from this general statement, we would name and com- 
mend in particular. The Methodist Review, The Nashville Christian 
Advocate, The Epworth Era, The Missionary Voice, and all of our 
Sunday school literature. 

Coming closer home still, we would commend the management 
and the makeup of the North Carolina Christian Advocate. 

We have had before us the report of the Board of Publication 
and commend its adoption. (See report.) We are sorry to note 
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■that there has been no net increase in the circulation of the Advo- 
cate the past year. In order to place this, our Conference publica- 
tion, on a sound and satisfactory basis, and in view of the imme- 
diate necessity of a vigorous effort to greatly increase its circula- 
tion, we recommend that the Conference secure 3,000 new subscrib- 
ers to be apportioned to the districts as follows:

We recommend further, that these amounts be provided 'for in 
the apportionments to the charges by the District Stewards. 

We recommend also that the pastors and official boards plan for 
a thorough canvass to place the paper in each home immediately 
after these apportionments are made, and that they look carefully 
after the renewal of the old subscribers. 

Your committee has also taken under consideration the sugges- 
tion of Brother D. B. Coltrane in his remarks on Thursday, sug- 
gesting that he is willing to be one of fifty to join in liquidating the 
debt of $5,000.00 on the Advocate building, so as to make it possible 
to use our resources in the making of our paper. We are in 
hearty sympathy with this suggestion, and we recommend that 
Brother Coltrane be requested to take up the work of securing this 
fund, and that the Editor be requested to co-operate with him. The 
Committee is unanimous in its belief that those having means to 
invest in helping to advance the Kingdom could not place them 
where they would yield larger results for good. 

In view of the fact that Rev. W. L. Grissom died before the sec- 
ond volume of his most excellent History of North Carolina Meth- 
odism was put through the press, this Committee recommends that 
steps be taken by this Conference looking to the publication of this 
volume. We also recommend that a committee of three be appointed 
by this Conference to co-operate with a like committee from the 
North Carolina Conference, and that both of these committees act 
with the Trinity College Historical Society in the publication of 
this volume.

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To serve on the committee from this Conference we nominate 
Rev. W. R. Ware, Dr<ed Peacock, and Rev. H. M. Blair, with power 
to act provided that this committee shall not obligate this Confer- 
ence in any financial way.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLICATION 

The Board of Publication held its annual meeting at the Advo- 
cate Office in Greensboro on Thursday, November 14th, 1912. At 
this meeting the Agent and Treasurer, Rev. H. M. Blair, submitted 
a carefully prepared report, giving in detail a complete inventory of 
the plant, an itemized statement of receipts and disbursements, and 
a statement of our total resources and liabilities as appeared on 
November 1st. The report shows a slight increase of receipts on 
the subscription account, also in the Job Department, but a de- 
crease in the advertising department, which is accounted for by the 
elimination of medical advertisements and the more careful cen- 
sorship of this department in general. Our income from rent has 
also been cut out during the year, it having become necessary for 
us to occupy practically the whole building. 

Notwithstanding the loss of these items we are glad to find 
that we have a small margin of net earnings to our credit for 
the year. This has been sufficient to enable us to meet and cancel 
the notes falling due on machinery; but we have not, as we had 
hoped, been able to reduce the debt on our building. While the 
amount paid on notes falling due and the amount expended on ad- 
ditional equipment and improvements, plus six per cent, of the 
amount invested out of our trust fund, is a little more than our 
net earnings for the year, we have decided to appropriate this 
amount, trusting the Conference to give us an early and ^vigorous 
campaign for new subscribers. The lukewarm campaign of the 
past year, following our sample issues, cut out quite a large item 
of what might otherwise have appeared as net earnings, and we 
notify the Conference now that if we have a similar experience next 
year, there will be no appropriation for our Conference claimants, 
it being our duty first to see that our business be kept in sound 
shape. 

The circulation of the Advocate stands practically the same 
as last year. There have been added 782 new subscribers during 
the year. The management spent considerable money early in' the 
year endeavoring to carry out the plan which the Conference 
adopted for greatly enlarging the circulation. Many thousand sam- 
ple copies were sent out during the early months. Unfortunately, 
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the great majority of the charges made little or no effort to fol- 
low up these samples with a vigorous campaign. Only seventy 
pastors furnished lists for mailing samples and only eight of the 
presiding elders furnished the oflScial lists, as they were directed 
in the Conference resolution. The lists furnished, however, indi- 
cated that at least 2,000 or 2,500 of our ofiBcial members do not take 
the Advocate. Judging from the lists furnished by seventy pastors, 
there are at least 15,000 families * represented in the membership 
of our church into which the Advocate does not go. This being 
the case, your Board is convinced that a crying need of the present 
time is some plan by which we may place the church paper in 
these homes. 

As far as we have been able to develop it we believe that our 
Conference has the ideal plan for eventually reaching this goal. 
Having established our own printing house with ample facilities 
for making a paper every week for every family, we should not 
stop short of this achievement. Of course we do not claim that this 
can be accomplished in a single year, but by adopting a plan which 
will make each official board feel the responsibility of circulating the 
Advocate just as keenly as they feel the responsibility of providing 
for the other interests of the church, we can, by a gradual process, 
bring our people to appreciate the place of the church paper in our 
work. We trust that this Conference will adopt a plan which will 
save our Advocate from the peril of a vague and ill-defined method 
of circulation. Let official members not only be required to take 
the paper, but by a systematic plan let them be required to see 
that an effort be made to place it in each home in the charge. 

The financial statement showing the condition of business No- 
vember 1st, 1912, is as follows:

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Of the above indebtedness $5,000.00 is on the building, and 
$1,695.30 on machinery. It was found necessary to install a new 
machine during the year, also to make considerable expenditure for 
additional fixtures, besides some expenditure in a re-arrangement 
of the building. 

Your Board calls attention again to the fact that our Job Print- 
ing Department is essential to the making of our paper. It was 
established for no other reason than that of so supplementing our 
income as to make it possible to make a high class paper. But for 
the additional income from this department we could not now be 
enjoying the the blessings of the splendid paper which we have. 
This being the case it ought not to be necessary for us to beg our 
people to turn all possible patronage in this direction. We ore not 
running this department to make money save as we may use it 
in making a paper for our Conference and a little stipend for our 
helpless superannuates and other Conference claimants. 

The Board nominates Rev. H. M. Blair as editor for the ensuing 
year, and recommends that the Conference confirm the same and 
that the Bishop be requested to appoint him to this work. 

The Board nominates Rev. J. R. Scroggs for re-election as a mem- 
ber of the Board of Publication to fill the vacancy caused by the 
expiration of his term. 

Rev. H. M. Blair has been re-elected as agent and treasurer of 
the Board and as General Manager of the business.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE CHILDREN’S 

HOME 

A good Providence has kept the Children’s Home from serious 
illness and death during another year. 

The people, too, have been kind, and their liberal contributions 
have supplied all our temporal needs. 

During the past year we have cared for 136 children. We now 
have 111 in the Home and have placed out 21. Four have been re- 
turned to their own people. 

We are now occupying our first permanent building; known as 
the High Point Building. This building was made possible by the 
generosity of the good people of High Point. 

Means have been provided and are now ready to go forward with 
the construction of our Central Building. This building is to in- 
clude school rooms, chapel, work rooms and dormitories. The need 
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for this building is great, and we urge the payment of all subscrip- 
tions to it as early as possible. 

Through the kindness of one whose name cannot now be made 
known, we are ready to proceed with the erection of one of our 
model homes, to cost about ten thousand dollars. 

After carefully canvassing the situation, the Board of Directors 
decided that the next most pressing need of the Home is a hos- 
pital where the sick children of the Institute may be cared for. 
They, therefore, decided to make a hospital the next building enter- 
prise after the Central Building is completed. They also decided 
to propose to the Western North Carolina Conference that this hos- 
pital for the Children’s Home shall be so constructed, that later it 
may become a part of a great hospital to be built by the Conference. 
The Infirmary of the Home to be the children’s department, and 
the remainder to be used as a general hospital by the Western 
North Carolina Conference. 

We therefore submit the above proposition to this Conference, 
hoping that it may receive your earnest consideration, and that 
you may see your way clear to establish such an institution in the 
near future. 

Your Board also recommends the revision of our charter, and 
respectfully asks this Conference to join with us in a petition to 
the Legislature of North Carolina for the same, as follows: 

Resolved, by the members of the Western North Carolina Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in Conference as- 
sembled at High Point, N. C,, at the session commencing November 
20, 1912, that the General Assembly of North Carolina be, and is, 
hereby petitioned that a bill entitled “An Act to Amend the Certifi- 
cate of Incorporation of the Children’s Home of Winston-Salem, N. 
C.,” (a copy of which is hereto attached) be enacted into law by 
the said General Assembly of North Carolina at the ensuing session 
of 1913. 



Prof. H. A. Hayes, our efficient Superintendent, has conducted 
the affairs of the institution with great satisfaction to your Board, 
and he has been elected for another year. 

Rev. J. F. Kirk, his assistant, has also rendered valuable ser- 
vice. He has been both diligent and wise in the prosecution of his 
work. We regret very much to lose Brother Kirk, but he has de- 
cided to return to his first love — ^the pastorate. 

We recommend that the present plan of support be continued. 

Rev. W. O. Goode has been elected Financial Agent for the Home 
and we respectfully ask the presiding Bishop to appoint him to that

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SPIRITUAL STATE OF THE 

CHURCH 



Your Committee on the Spiritual State of the Church begs leave 
to submit the following report: 

According to the information we have before us, we believe that 
we are making progress, though not as much as we should' make. 
One encouraging feature is that in many places congregations are 
growing; more people are attending the preaching of the gospel, 
and are partaking of the Lord’s Supper; also many good revivals 
have been reported during the year, and the Sunday schools have 
been growing in many of the charges. Yet we believe there is room 
for still greater progress, and we desire to see the Church do 
greater things. Therefore, we recommend: 

1. That our ministers preach definitely on the subject of the 
family altar, and urge our people to have family worship in their 
homes. 

2. That prayer meetings be held as far as practicable in all of 
our churches, and that our people be urged to attend them; and 
also, we urge our preachers to visit and pray in the homes of the 
people as much as they can. 

3. That our preachers conform to the law as laid down in the book 
of discipline as to order of worship and the administration of the 
Lord’s Supper, and that they observe the spirit of it and make it a 
blessing to the spiritual life. 

4. That we heartily endorse the Christian nurture theory and 
urge our people to strive to keep their children in the kingdom. 
However, as long as there are unsaved people about us, and as long 
as we have church members who need to be revived, we must hold 
revivals meetings, and we deplore the fact that many of our preach- 
ers put off their revival meetings till very late in the year. We urge 
them to make their plans as early in the year as they can. 

5. We recommend that the Bishop appoint the same Evengelistic 

Committee for the next year, to wit. Revs. J. E. Abernethy, L. T. 

Cordell and J. W. Moore. ^

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE 

In view of the increasingly lax observance of the Sabbath on 
the part of many, we, as Christian people interested in the physical 
and spiritual welfare of mankind, should contend earnestly for the 
sanctity of the Sabbath. It should be a day of rest and worship, 
the work thereof being limited to works of mercy and of necessity. 
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We, therefore, look with favor upon all legislation that tends 
to the proper observance of the day, and we hereby memorialize 
the General Assembly of North Carolina to enact a Sabbath law. 

The law that closes the larger postoffices on Sunday has the un- 
qualified endorsement of this Conference. Instead of the repeal of 
this law in any part, we advocate its extension so as to apply to 
all the post offices of the country. And we hereby appeal to our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress to use their infiuence to 
effect such results. 

We believe, also, that corporations which force the employees 
thereof to work on Sunday ought to be compelled by law to stop it. 

We urge that our ministers and people generally guard against | 

the seductive tendencies of the times and alien influences that are 
contrary to the best tradition of the South and the explicit teach- 
ings of the Word of God. The Southern people. Instead of being 
dominated by outside influences that would convert the Lord’s day 
into little more than a weekly holiday should teach the country at 
large how the Sabbath ought to be observed. The ministry, also, 
should give positive instruction as to what the Word of God teaches 
on this subject of such vital importance.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON INSTITUTION FOR DISEASED 

CHILDREN 

Your special committee, appointed to consider the matter of build- 
ing an institution or providing some plan by which needy,, sick, 
crippled and deformed children could have care and treatment, beg 
leave to report, that, upon investigation, we find that the Board of 
Trustees of the Children’s Home have already taken definite official 
action, looking to the erection of a children’s hospital, in which 
needy children who are diseased and afflicted may be received and 
have proper surgical and medical treatment, and also, be provided 
with care and religious training that will, as far as possible, enable 
such children to become self-supporting men and women. 

We rejoice that our Children’s Home has undertaken this philan- 
thropic enterprise, and we believe that this is the proper agency 
through which this benevolence should be projected. We, therefore, 
cordially approve the plans proposed by our Children’s Home, and 
we ask' our Conference to co-operate heartily in the building and 
support of an institution in which our people may be able to pro- 
vide for the children who are sick, diseased and deformed, and who 
are in any way depend-ent upon us for relief, and for as many other 
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such children as our resources may enable us to extend help. And 
that this department of the work of our Children’s Home should be 
enlarged and extended as speedily as possible, until it can be no 
longer said that Protestant Christianity in North Carolina is turn- 
ing a deaf ear to the cry of the most needy class of sufferers. We, 
therefore, deem it of great importance that this matter be laid upon 
the heart and conscience of our pastors and people, believing that 
they will generously respond to this call of need. 

We also request that the following committee. Geo. D. Herman, 
D. M. Litaker, C. W. Byrd, John W. Gulledge, R. B. Babington, F. S. 
Lambeth and E. A. Cole, be appointed to co-operate with the Trus- 
tees of our Children’s Home and report to this Conference at its 
next annual session.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE 



1. . Your Committee has heard with interest the report of Rev. R. 
L. Davis, Superintendent of the North Carolina Anti-Saloon League, 
and is gratified at the progress of his work and of that of his assis- 
tant, Rev. O. L. Stringfield, and urge our pastors to secure their 
help when possible, and that they call upon their congregations to 
give the League financial support. We commend the American Issue 
and other literature of the League, and pledge to the League our 
support. 

2. We recognize the fact that the cause of Temperance has been 
hindered by the shipment of intoxicating liquor into prohibited ter- 
ritory and we urge our ministers and laymen to procure and for- 
ward to our representatives in Congress petitions favoring the pas- 
sage of the Webb-McCumber Interstate Shipment Bill at the next 
session of Congress. 

3. The Conference is heartily in favor of the passage by the Legis- 
lature of North Carolina of a general law similar in essential re- 
spects to the local laws of Buncombe, Mecklenburg and other coun- 
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ties in our State, which make it illegal to keep spirituous liquors 
for sale, the full text of which is set out in Chapter 498 of the 
public local laws of 1911. 

4. We recognize the wide-spread and harmful effect of tobacco 
among our people and would discourage the use of same. We deplore 
the use of cigarettes among our boys especially, and urge our min- 
isters and laymen to use their best endeavors to discourage their 
use and sale. 

5. We are gratified at the growing tendency toward the rigid 
enforcement of our Prohibition Laws, and heartily commend our 
officers for their fidelity and efficiency in this work. 

6. We commend that portion of the public press which in the 
past has stood firin for Temperance and law enforcement in refusing 
liquor advertisements. We deplore the fact that a few of our news- 
papers are still carrying these advertisements, thereby making them- 
selves allies of the liquor traffic. 

7. We urge as many of our people as possible to attend the Con- 
vention to be called at Raleigh in January, 1913, by the Anti-Saloon 
League to secure the passage of a law similar to the Buncombe 
county law above mentioned to cover the State for securing evidence 
against blind tigers. 

8. The enforcement of our prohibitory laws and the securing of 
additional needed legislation requires unceasing effort. We, there- 
fore, suggest the appointment of C. W. Byrd, H. H. Jordan, C. H. 
Ireland and Bred Peacock as delegates to the Conference of the Anti- 
saloon League which has been called to meet in Washington, D. C., 
Dec. 16-18, 1912, and that the Secretary of this Conference appoint 
alternates for those who cannot attend, and further, that the pas- 
tors of all our churches take a collection for furthering the cause 
of Temperance during the month of December next, or as early 
thereafter as practicable, and forward the same to the Treasurer 
of our Board of Finance. 

9. We request the co-operation of our Sunday schools in the 
Lee-Lincoln Legion work of the Anti-Saloon League. 

10. Finally, we recommend that Judge N. L. Eure and H. M. 
Blair be continued as members of the Executive Committee of the 
North Carolina Anti-Saloon League. G. W. Wilson, Cfiairman,

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON WASHINGTON CITY REPRESENT- 
ATIVE CHURCH 

Your Committee, appointed to raise the $5,000.00 pledge at the 
last Conference, toward the building of the Washington City Rep- 
resentative Church, has so far secured cash and subscriptions 
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amounting to nearly eleven hundred dollars. The conference had 
set apart the second Sunday of last March as the time for the pas- 
tors to present the cause to the congregations. 

Reports have been received from only about 70 of the 223 charges 
of the Conference. 



If every pastor had been as diligent as the 70 who made re- 
ports, the required sum would be nearly all in hand. 

The Conference has pledged its honor to pay the $5,000.00 and 
we recommend that the second Sunday of March, 1913, be set apart 
as Washington Church Day, and that each pastor be urged to pre- 
sent the matter to each congregation on that day (or on some other 
Sunday where it may not be convenient to use the day indicated) 
and secure collections liberal and general. 

We urge this upon every pastor, including those who have al- 
ready presented the cause, and we urge further that the presiding 
elders take collections for this cause at the . quarterly conferences 
on each charge on their second rounds, and the amount raised be 
credited to the charge contributing it, and that the presiding elders 
aid the pastors as much as possible in raising this fund. 



All collections must be reported to W. L. Sherrill, who will give 
proper credit and acknowledge the same.

MEMOIRS 



REV. WILLIAM P. McGHEE 

BY T. F. MABB 

Rev. William P. McGhee, son of Jesse and Lucinda McGhee, 
was born in Haywood County, North Carolina, April 28, 1859, 
died in Charlotte, North Carolina, December 22, 1911. 

He was educated at Clyde and Waynesville Hi^h Schools 
and at Weaverville College. 

On the 10th day of August, 1883, he was married to Miss 
Laura Belle Caldwell. This was a happy union, and to them 
were bom seven children. 

He was admitted on trial to the Holston Conference at Mor- 
ristown, Tennessee, in the year 1889, and served the following 
pastoral charges: — Bryson City Station, Webster Circuit, 
Canton Circuit, Haywood Circuit, Epwoith Station, Pineville 
Circuit, Mooresville Station, Belwood Circuit, Morven Cir- 
cuit, Concord Circuit. 

His last appointment was Calvary Station, Charlotte. He 
enrtbred upon /the work in this his last charge with more than 
ordinary hopefulness, but at the end of one brief month, the 
call came which ended his earthly labors. On Sunday, 
December the 10th, he preached his last sermon. This effort 
left him in such an exhausted condition that he could not 
reach home without assistance; thus giving the last ounce of 
energy to the cause he loved. 

The average salary received by Brother McGhee was per- 
haps not more than $600.00 per year, yet he managed to pay 
the expense of these many moves, support and educate a large 
family. 

. No financier can tell how it was done; only He who fed 
the thousands from a few loaves knows the secret. Deeds 
of heroism are being constantly performed of which the world 
knows little, and this is true nowhere more than in the lives 
of many of our preachers. It is no meaningless compliment 
to say that Brother McGhee had in him the stuff of which 
heroes are made. Had he not possessed it, such a record of 
service would have been impossible. 

Loyalty to the right, and the courage to stand by convic- 
tion were dominant principles of his character. Nor was he 
lacking in ability. He possessed many of those splendid gifts 
which, when properly developed, make great men. 

No unholy ambition tainted his life. The one aspiration

that filled his soul was to do his Master’s will and finish 
his course with joy. The consciousness that he had donte this 
was the consolation of his last hours. Among the last ration- 
al utterances that fell from his lips were instructions to one 
of his sons. Calling him to the bed, he said, “My son, I have 
done the best I could. Now I leave it with you; be a man.” 

Perhaps no finer thing can be said of any man than that 
he was a true friend. Brother McGhee was this in the high- 
est and best sense. The doors of his house and that of his 
heart were always open to a friend. 

He was a goc^ husband and father. To this fact his fam- 
ily bore eloquent testimony. His was a clean life. No cloud 
darkened his character. His is a blessed memory. It is 
indeed good to have lived such a life. We buried him in the 
cemetery at Charlotte to await the resurrection of the just 
Of him it may be truly said, “Servant of God, well done.” 

REV. A. M. LONG 

BY B. M. TAYLOR 

Rev. A. M. Long was bom in South Carolina, August 
19, 1832, and died at his home in Stokes County, N. C., March 
15, 1912. He was converted at the age of 19, and at once 
began a life of active work for the Master. He was a thor- 
oughly consecrated servant of the church, and his chief am- 
bition was to bring men to Christ. He was always ready to 
do what the church demanded of him. His fields of labor 
were the hardest and most difficult, yet he never murmured 
nor complained at his lot. He was a thorough believer in the 
Methodist Itinerant system, and accepted its decisions in 
good faith. 

Brother Long was licensed .to exhort at the age of 23. We 
have not the date of his license to preach. The following is 
the official record of his work in Conference — ^Joined Confer- 
ence in the fall of 1869, and traveled the following charges: 
1870-’73, Upper Broad River Mission; 1874, Sauratown Mission; 
1875-’76, Blue Ridge Mission; 1877-’79, Hunting Creek Mission; 
1880, South Mountain Mission; 1881, located. 

In 1901 he was re-admitted at the session of our Conference 
held at Gastonia. He sustained this relation at the time of 
his death. 

He was ordained deacon by Bishop Paine in 1872, and 
Elder by Bishop Marvin in 1874. 

Brother Long was married to Miss Catherine F. Savage, 
September 10, 1878, which union was unbroken till December 
21, 1908, when his faithful wife left him for the home beyond. 

Brother Long’s work as a Conference member was princi- 
pally on hard mountain missions, and no greater heroism can 
be found in the annals of Methodism than he displayed in 
his work. Conditions prevailing then in the mountain terri- 
tory of our Conference no longer exist anywhere in the Con- 
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ference. The undeveloped condition of' the coun/try, bad 
roads, rude people, etc., made heroes a necessity for the work 
then. Brothei- Long never swerved from the tasks assigned 
him by his Church. A record of his labors and sufferings 
would excite the wonder of the people now. 

In his parting hours he expressed a desire and confident 
expectation of being with Jesus soon where he would meet 
with loved ones gone before. 

The purity of Brother Long’s life impressed every one 
with whom he came in contact. Truly Solomon might have 
said of him what he says of the virtuous woman, “In his 
tongue is the law of kindness.” He spoke only kindly of all 
human beings, and was as thoroughly saturated with the 
spirit of loving kindness as it is possible to be in this world. 

His sufferings are over. His bent form no more appears 
at the Quarterly Conference of his circuit. His intelligent, 
devout face is no longer uplifted to greet the messenger who 
preaches ait his little country church, and the presiding elder 
at the Quarterly Conference. But his translation to the con- 

I ference on high was a glorious triumph of divine grace. No 
doubt he is now with the Master, to whose service he was so 
loyal, and whom he loved so devotedly. 

REV. W. L. GRISSOM

Rev. Ww L. Grissom was born in Montgomery County, July 
10, 1857. His parents were God-fearing and faithful members 
of the Methodist church and endeavored to bring up .their 
children in the nurture and admonition of the Lord. They 
belonged to that unpretentious class of the common people 
from whom many of the best of our citizens and not a few of 
our ministers have sprung. The chief patrimony of this class 
is a pedigree of honesty and purity running back through gen- 
erations of industrious and frugal living. In common with 

I boys brought up in similar circumstances. Brother Grissom 
had a struggle to acquire the education which he felt to be 
essential in his equipment for a life of service to which early 
in life he felt the call. The common schools of the state had 
little to offer at that time, especially in an isolated section. 
But he made good use of the opportunities afforded, and when 
still quite a youth he made his way to Trinity College, where, 
under the influence of that great educator. Dr. Braxton Craven, 
his aspirations for the larger life of service were greatly 
quickened. Here too his mind was trained in the rare art of 
self-culture which was with him a continuous process till the 
last day of his life. 

For lack of means he was compelled to leave college with- 
out his degree, and for a time was engaged in teaching, in 
which he was remarkably successful. He had the teacher’s 
spirit and was by nature, as well as by acquired ability, en- 
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dowed with that peculiar talent which enables one to impart 
knowledge ito others. 

Feeling ithat he was divinely called to thfe holy office of 
a minister of the gospel he applied for license to preach, 
having joined the church in boyhood. He was received on 
trial in thie North Carolina Conference at Durham, Decem- 
ber, 1881. His first appointment was Plymouth Station. For 
thirteen years consecutively he continued in the regular pas- 
toral work, serving Plymouth, Aurora, Stanly, Concord, MJocks- 
ville and Halifax charges. During these years his ministry 
was one of great power and success. He was popular as a 
preacher and greatly loved. Large numbers were converted 
and came into the Church under his preaching. Many of these 
fields were difficult and the work heavy, but he went forward 
without fiinching and made full proof of his ministry. It is 
not extravagant to say that no man among us was more 
acceptable or successful. 

In 1893 he took a nominal appointment on (the Halifax cir- 
cuit with the understanding that he might be permitted to 
carry out a long-cherished wish in making a trip abroad. He 
spent several months visiting Europe, extending his journey 
to Egypt and the Holy Land. He got much out of this trip, 
and the material gathered was a great advantage to him in 
in all his later years. His lectures, delivered on various occa- 
sions, describing the places of interest touched in his travels, 
especially in Palestine, were well received and always pro- 
nounced very helpful. But for a characteristic modesty which 
always kept him from being estimated at his real worth. 
Brother Grissom would have made no mean record upon the 
lecture platform. The writer had the pleasure of hearing 
him frequently and in every instance he surpassed many 
efforts which we have heard by eminent lecturers. 

On his return from this trip abroad he became associated 
with Rev^ Dr. Frank L. Reid in the proprietorship of the 
Raleigh Christian Advocate and was appointed associate 
editor at the session of the North Carolina Conference in 
1893. Immediately a joint stock company was organized and 
during the following year the paper was removed to Greens- 
boro and merged with the Statesville Christian Advocate and 
the Western Carolina Advocate, the consolidated paper tak- 
ing the name. North Carolina Christian Advocate and becom- 
ing the official organ of the North Carolina and Western 
North Carolina Conferences. He continued his relation to 
the paper till 1897 when he disposed of his interest and re- 
tired. His editorial writings were always sane, conservative 
and sound. He had the editorial Instinct. He knew how to 
begin and where to stop. His editorials frequently went the 
rounds of the Methodist press and beyond. 

PYom 1897 to 1904 he served in the capacity of Conference 
Missionary Secretary for the Western North Carolina Con- 
ference. He went wherever the way was opened for him 
without money and without price. He did not ask for com- 
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pensation, even so mueh as to pay traveling expenses. The 
writer heard him on several occasions and had him visit 
his own charge frequently. Some of those missionary 
addresses linger in our memory as among the great deliver- 
ances that we have been permitted to hear. In this work the 
extremely modest and unobtrusive disposition of the man 
proved to be a hindrance. We shall never cease to regret 
that the real ability of the man was not fully appreciated and 
that he was not heard in every charge in our Conference. 
For inspirational effect we have never heard a missionary 
addresses which surpassed the one delivered by Brother 
Grissom at the Mount Airy District Conference in 1898. 

In 1899 Brother Grissom filled an unexpired term on the 
Morganton District, Rev. J. W. Jones, the presiding elder, 
having to give up the work on account of ill health. His 
work on the district was eminently satisfactory. With the 
exception of two years as pastor at Libeity, since 1904 his 
relation has been nominal, his health having failed to such 
extent as to disqualify him for the heavy work of a full pas- 
toral charge. Yet he was not willing to ask for the super- 
numerary relation to which he was clearly entitled and which 
we have no doubt the Conference would have readily given 
him if he had requested it. Only a few of his closest friends 
knew that, for some twelve years or more, he was not able 
to bear the strain of a pastoral charge. 

Perhaps the greatest service Brother Grissom has ren- 
dered the church is his History of Methodism in North Caro- 
line. The prodigious work of writing this history began more 
than twenty years ago, when he wrote the History of Method- 
ism in Davie County. The invesitigation incident to the un- 
dertaking put him on the trail of Asbury and the pioneers 
and with patfence and persistence he continued to gather 
material, until, at the time of his death, he had one of the 
rarest collections of historic material to be found anywhere. 
Traveling extensively, he searched in old garrets, second-hand 
book stores and wherever there was a probability of finding 
something rare, and his labors were richly rewarded. As 
the result he was enabled to bring out the first edition of his 
history^ some years ago, and the manuscript for the second 
volume has been practically ready for the printer for some 
years, while the material for the ithird is largely in hand. 
It is to be regretted that his life was cut off in the midst of 
this great work. But we sincerely hope that other hands may 
be able to complete the task and that the credit will bte given 
to the one who so richly deserves it. If he had performed 
only this labor his life would not have been lived in vain. 

In addition to this historic work he had another book in 
manuscript. Not having seen the manuscript we do no>t 
know the nature of this work, but infer from frequent conver- 
sations with Brother Grissom that the book was on some 
phase of psychological investigation, and that he was never 
quite sure that he ought to give it to the public. Those who 
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were near him know that he was a sincerely conscientious 
man, and we are inclined to the belief that the book being of 
a speculative character, he hesitated to give it publicity. 

November 1st, 1882, he was happily married to Miss Olivia 
Hyatt, of Washington, N. C., who proved a faithful and de- 
voted companion. She, with three children, two daughters 
and one son, still survives him. May God greatly comfort 
them! One of the marked characteristics -of the man was 
his love of home and tender affection for his family. 

The writer, whose life was touched in many ways by that 
of our departed brother, shares deeply in the sense of be- 
reavement. Brother Grissom was genial, companionable, and 
clung tenaciously to his friends — a choice spirit — but he is 
gone and we shall feel the touch of his hand no more, nor 
hear again the voice that, in other days, was like that of Jon- 
athan speaking words of cheer to David, harassed with the 
cares and responsibilities of life. He, like Jonathan, loved 
his friends as he loved his own soul. 

“The Guard dies,” said Cambron at Waterloo, “it does not 
surrender,” and so our comrades fall at either hand — but they 
die in the faith, on the field. We who remain are 
“Only waiting till the shadows 
Are a little longer grown — !” 

Only waiting till the glimmer

who, like herself, is the wife of an itinerant, to California, 
where her earthly course was finished. It may be said of her 
that in all the relations of life, she was a good, true woman. 
She loved her God, her church and her home, and has passed 
to her reward. J. B. Carpenter. 

Mary Claudia Troutman was born March 9, 1855, married 
to Rev. A. E. Wiley Jan. 5, 1873, and died Sept. 10, 1912. For 
thirty-nine years Sister Wiley nobly filled her place as preach- 
er’s wife. As a visitor in their home I noticed that Brother 
and Sister Wiley always had a smUe and cheerful words for 
each Ofther. She was a true mother, and their home life was 
sweet with love.
